09-157530. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 32 and 33 are anticipated by JP 09- 
157530. Examples 5 and 8 of the reference teach a process wherein asphalt is combined with stearyl ester of gallic acid and water to 
form an emulsion. This emulsion is coated onto aggregate, wherein the emulsion breaks (i.e. the water departs the emulsion) and the 
asphaltic component tenaciously adheres to the aggregate surface. The coated aggregate is heated to 80 C and subjected to further 
testing. This heated aggregate, prior to testing, thus, includes a composition comprising heated asphalt and a compound of formula (I). 
As discussed in the telephonic interview, amendment of claim 32 to limit the additive to component (II) would obviate the only remaining 
rejections and objection. Furthermore, amendment fo claim 32 to require the asphalt to be at a temperature of 100 C or greater would 
obviate the remaining rejections and objections. 
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
